OuE readers will recollect the letter ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Miners’ 
Association by Mr Bastings, tho Secretary 
for tho, Gold-fields, on the subject of com- 
monage for Cromwell, which we published 
last week, — and in -which it was stated 
that the Government had no power to 
compel the Crown' tenants to aliepate any 
portion of their runs j and that- hence a 
difficulty had arisen in providing a suitable 
commonage for this district. It was also 
further stated that Dr Webster, the Secre- 
tary for Lands, had been in communication' 
with the riinholdei's in our immediate 
neighbourhood, but had been unable to 
make any reasonable arrangements with 
them. The letter goes further, and makes 
the very astonishing statement that, owing 
to the present high value' of pastoral pro- 
perty, the present tenants are very unwil- 
ling to part with any portions of their 
runs except at a very high figure. 

Now, w'e are either subject to the opera- 
tion of the Waste Lands Act of 1872, or 
we are not. If wo are, we . can surely 
claim the benefit of clause 73 of the Act, 
which provides that : 

“Lands situated within any gold-field over 
which a pastoral license does not exist, or has 
been cancelled or suspended, may be sold or 
otherwise dealt ■with m the same manner as 
lands of the same class not within a gold-field, 
but it sh.all not be necessary to proclaim such 
lands into hundreds for the purpose of such sale 
or disposal.” 

Mark well , — “ it shall not be necessarv 
to proclaim such lands into hundreds;” 
the framers of the law apparently under- 
standing that a great portion of the.gold-' 
fields in this Province was not land of 
such a description as would meet, the re- 
qiiirements of tlie law under which hun- 
dreds are proclaimed. The gist of these 
i-equirements is, in tlie case of our-district. 
that “ one third of the area of such hundred’’ | 
must he “land available for agriculture!” j 
No person acquainted with the district 
needs to be told that one-third of the land 
is most assuredly not fit for, agriculture, 
and hence the wisdom of , the clause, “ it 
shall not he necessary to proclaim such 
land into hundreds." Clause 70 of the 
Act proA'ides, in language which admits of ^ 
no doubt, that ; 

“ It shall be lawful for the Governor at hia 
discretion to cancel the license or lease as regards 
the whole or any part of suck lands.” 

How does it happen, then, that with 
clauses 73 and 70— for both must be taken 
together— staring them in the face, the 
Government find a difficulty in providing 
a commonage for a gold-fields district 1| 
The one gives the Governor, his discre-\ 
tion, power to cancel a license or lease; 
upon a gold-field, and the other says the 
land so acquired slmll be sold or olherioise 
disposed of. As there is no mention spe- 
cially of the cancellation being thus effected 
for commonage purposes, it might be 
thought that this would of itself constitute 
a difficulty,— tliat wretched, convenient 
word for Governnients. But here clause 
160 comes beautifully to our -aid in thei 
matter. It says : — ■; 

“ Reserves for the uses of Provincial Govern- ! 
ment .and for other public purposes of a sjjecific j 
fili,ar.acter m.ay upon recommciiclatioii of the Pro- 
vincial Comicil bo made by the SupcrinteiKleut. ” 
And further, as if to avoid the slightest 
hitch in working, and in case the Provin- 
cial Council was not sitting, it is provided : 

■ “That tho Superintendent in,ay, if the Provin- 
cial Council be not then sitting, teinpomrily, re- 
serve laud for such puiqinses until the eud of the 
next session of tho Provincial Council.” 

After reading these clauses, we ask any 
sensible man (a lawyer always excepted) 
to try and imagine the members ■ of tlie 
Government haring any difficulty in pro- 1 
claiming a commonage on any )iart of the 
gold-fields if they set their minils in real 
earnest to the subject. Unlc.ss, indeed, it 
happened to be an impecunious Goveni- 
meiit, which, hajipily for us, ours is not at | 
present, and has not been for some time , 
past. Before passing from this |)artof tho 
question', we may remark that clause 16, of 
the Gold-fields Act of 1866 is almost iden- 
tical in word and meaning with clause 76 
of the Waste Lands Act above quoted. 

We are quite xvilling to admit that, as 
Mr Bastings says, “the Government has 
no p,ower to compel the Crown tenants to 
alienate portions of their runs.” There is 



no necessity for the Crown tenant to do it : 
the Governor (which 'practically means for • 
•ns, Mr Bastings and a few , others) can 
cancel the lease ■whether the Crown tenant 
wishes it done or no., , No, difficulty exists 
here. Nor does any with respect to tlie 
"high figure” which the runholders are 
disposed to ask as compessation for the 
land which may be alienated. The same 
76th clause provides that the 'aihount shall, 
failing a mutual agreement between tho 
Waste Lands Board and the runliolder, bo 
settled by arbitration, according to tho 
terms laid down in clauses 98 to 103. 

,lt is very refreshing to hear that’ Dr 
Webster, Secretary for Lands, is making 
some efforts to negotiate with the run- 
holders ; ,it is pleasant to know that the 
matter is being even mentioned ; but, it ia 
Just as depre.ssing, on the other hand, to 
be told- that no satisfactory arrangements 
have been’ as yet anived at. We have 
been painfully a-ivafe of that fact for some 
time, and we do not feel the bettor for 
being reminded of our misfortune. Hpw- 
eVer, let D,r Webster continue Lisurduous 
exertion : after a few more years’ despatch- 
ing of letters to the runholdere,— an un- ' 
happy despatch for us,— something may 
come of it ; pastoral property may- decrease 
in value, and a low figure may then be Ac- 
ceptable. Nearly twelve months ago,'' 
wheu'Mr Macandrew, visited. Crom,\Ve]l, 
he told us that Mr Towiie “ was stiil in 
correspondence with the riinholderS in the 
neighbourhood ou the question of cem- 
monage.” This year, it is Dr Webster 
who is in correspondence. What chance- 
will he have of solving the question, if Mr 
Tolmie was not able? 

Our opinion is that all the model cor- 
respondents in tlie country will not help 
us one jot iu matters of this, kind .; what 
we want is a man avho could act A litGe ; 
not one who can simply ;wiite, beautiful 
despatches, and have the honour to be” 
everybody’s obedient set vapt.

At Morven Hills station, there are tweiityitwo 
hand* on, and they have got; through a- corres- 
pondingly increased number of sheen. Between 
the -two stations, if the hands could be got, it is 
estim.ated that 140,000 sheep altogether could he 
shorn. - 

We are in receipt of Mills, Dick, and 
Co.'s Almanack for 1874. The publication is 
well got up. and bn the whole, after a hasty glance 
at it, we whoiild say it is well worth the money 
charged for it.- The diary for each day id the 
mqQth, which follows the calendar, is a new 
feature, and one which will be appreciated by 
m<any.

2ft, 9iin. high, length 3ft. 6in., fleece lOIbs., of 
long lustre wool. A ewe of the same flock 
weighed 23Glbs., and her fleece I81bs.. while the 
fleece of a hogcfet which was shew‘U when a lamb 
last Christmas weighed 201bs. 

SpOaking of the reduction in the price 
of (Tf>ld, the Mount Jdrt Chronicle says “ The 
Miners’ Associations micht very well concert, to- 
gether and use their influence in the different 
\ districts to prevent any ^oM whatever heinjr sold 
j to the banks who chonse to co-operate to fleece 
the miriers. Communications mi^ht bo sent by 
! the Central Aaseiciatinn direct to the Melbourne 
jand Sydney mints, tbo nmtiagers of which, or 
I either of them, would no douH establish an 
aoenev to which all the gold chuld be sent, a fair 
! price be realised, and a nice little game upset.” 

The Northern l^scorl last week, in addi- 
tioTi to the quantities already reported, was as 
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The Dnhha Despatch — They tell us 

of a certain metropolitin worthy, with more 
money thnn brains; who had, for a wonder, the 
whole Bench himself one mi>rning. Looking 
down the sheet, he said to the attendant trap, 
'■Cxall Regina w. Jones.” The blue called the 
case three times, and .a dapper, and evidently 
earnest little fellow name up to the table.

head teacher of the Tokomairiro Government 
School, to the effect that ho had beaten a Roman 
Catholic hoy for refusing to attend at Bible read- 
ing and Protestant prayers, notwithstanding the 
remnnstrancR of the assistant teacher t — “Tn 
cnncTusion, E repeat that a careful cnnsidcratitm 
of all the available evidence on the subject shows 
that the allegation that thc-head teacher of the 
Tokomairiro Gnverrunent school had beaten a 
Roman Catholic boy for refuaiiig to attend at 
Bible reading and Protestant prayers, uotwith- 
standingtherenionstranccof theossistant teacher, 
is entirely without foundation.” — Since the re- 
port was sent in, the teacher, Mr Ross, sent in 
his resignation to tlie Tokomairiro School Com- 
mittee. He intends following some more satis- 
factory occupation than that of achoolmastcring. 

Major Richardson has resigned his seat 
in the Provincial Council. The writ is return- 
able on January Iflth. It is. expected that Mr 
Thomson will be elected. Mr Murray, M, H.R. 
for Bruce, addresped his constituents on Friday 
night, and received a vote of confidence. — Tn 
notifying the fact of his resignation to his Clutha 
constituents, Major Richardson says it is duo to 
them to state that, ao soon us he learned, on the 
meeting of the Council, that Mr Donald Reid 
had resolved not to accept office, should the 
principles of which he was chief exponent he 
supported hy a majority nf the Council, he felt 
that one of the cliief objects nf his beenmintr a 
member had ceased to exist. Hia desire to with- 
drraw hod since been strengthened by perceiving 
that the real work of legislation, especially ;ia 
regards the disposal of the waste lands of the 
Crown and the settlement of the people thereon, 
and also, in great measure, the work of adminis- 
tration 80 far as rmbhe works in the Province and 
immigration under loans were concerned, h<ave 
been assumed hy the Cencr,al Lc'ji.slature and 
Central Executive, and are hut shifhtly iuflii- 
cnced, if at all, by Provincial Legislatures and 
Executive Governraeuts. Therefore he feels 
that Ilia -services, of whatever value thev miiihb 
liave been, can now be of little avail, and these 
considerations leave no alteniitive but to restore 
to his constituents the power entrusted to him 
as their representative.

Mr Cobloiigli ‘reports that the Luchnow 
tunnel is in 330 feet. The manager finds it 
impossible to procure suitable men for tlie 
work. The country is nnoliangefl since hist 
report. At tlie general nieeting to-flay, the 
difficulty of procuring men will bo conaldcrccl, 
and some stops will be taken to proceed with 
the work more vigorously. 

The manager of tlie Cromwell Co. has only 
tn report that the crushing of sixty-oiglit tons 
cleaned up last week gave a result of about 
278 ounces, being at tlie rate of a little mnie 
than four ounces to the ton. There is notli iiig 
of interest so far as tlie workings tlicmsolvos 
are concerned. 

Nothing is known of the intentions of the 
Aurora Co. It i.s believed tliat no nieeting 
of the company took place at the time ap- 
pointed. 

The Ecllance Comp.any is still busy sink- 
ing on the reef. No test of any kind has yet 
been tried on the reef. 

OARRIC 1C RANG E. 

The Elizabeth Company continues on very 
good stone, giving every prospect of a yield 
■superior to anything from the mine for llio 
last two yc.ars ; and the fact that it is at the 
very deepest workings gives ciicmiragemunt 
to the directors that a permanent improve- 
ment is at hand. 

The .lolin Bull Co. cleaned up on Saturday 
last, .after crushing two hundred tons at Mr 
Logan’s battery. The stono yielded fifteen 
dwts. to the ton, the cake weighing 150 ozs. 
The company will have a meeting in a few 
days, for the purpose of appointing new di- 
rectors. , Seven men .are still cnipluyed on 
the claim, .and the company will no doubt be 
in a position to have another crusliiiig within 
a month or two. 

The tunnel in the Caledonian claim (the 
low level) ia being proceeded with. It is now 
in about ninety feet. Last week they had a 
hard bar of rock to go tlirougb, and the pro- 
gress made was only six feet ; the rock now,' 
however, i.s favourable for driving, and good 
progress ia being made. Tliore is also an 
increase in the quantity of water in the tun- 
nel, whicii is supposed to come from the reef. 
The reef itself is su]iposed to be on the left- 
hand side of the tunnel. It is not coiisitleral 
advisable at present to make a cross-drive for 
the reef, on .account of the difficulty of pro- 
curing Suitable timber. The height nf the 
tunnel clear from the rails ia seven feet. 

The Young Australian stuff is being erusluid 
at the Star-and Oak battei-y. 

There is nothing of any gre.at interest to 



report from the St.ar or the Gak claims. The 
Star is b.isy filling in the old ground. The 
Oak is stiU driving to cut the reef. 

The Cblloon Bawn Company have again 
struck the ' reef, although it ia thin at pre- 
sent. The place where it is struck is in a 
different portion of the claim to where their 
sh.aft is situated. TheyRave now about ten 
tons of stone at ^ass, estimSted to go about 
from 18 to 20 dwts, to the ton. 

' The 'Yale of Avooa stone will bo crushed 
next, after the Royal Standard' is finished 
with the Try Again stuff. ■ 

The Try Again Comp.any is in great favour 
with a number of the miners on tho hill. 
There are now about fifty tons of stuff at the 
mill ready fur crushing. 

Carriuk Watkr Race. — Tho following is 
from tho Manager of tlie Ci^rrick Water' Itaco 
to the Directors : — 

“ I beg to report that sincB my last report a 
month ago, about a mile ami a half of the raco 
has been finished, ami that we .ate noav about 
half a mile from the first branch of the big creek 
(Long Gidly). We have had this tnoath some 
heavy bluffs to get round, where it was necessary 
to bl.ast a way for the race. This was of courss 
slow work, hilt T am glad to say that wo have 
some water running round theih, and it seems to 
be a good standing piece of work For the last 
two weeks we have had two men going back over 
the piece cut last month, taking out the 'rook 
and making up the p.arts that could not then lie 
done. Much of the country we are going through 
now is very bail. Although it is but a abort dia- 
tanoo to the creeli, there are some very dilficult 
places tn be got over ; in fact, as bad as .my por- 
tion of the rare will be with the exception of tho 
Coal Creek bliilfs. There is one piece, about 
two and a halt chains indungth, a mass of large 
rocks where a precipice seems to have fallen, 

1 that will take a deal of labour. I should wish 
; the directors, nr the gentleman appointed hy 
^ them, to inspect this bluff, and advise whether 
. it is best to cut the race or flume it. I think 
Myself that the race can be made much cheaper 
than Hmning, considering the 'Ufficiilty of getting 
material to tho ground and the cost of erection, 
to say nothing of the liability to injury through 
the weight of snow and ice it would have to bear 
in winter. 

" I believe we shall get tn the creek hefnra 
Christmas, with the exception of th'S difficult 
place. The portion of the race in which the 
water is raiinhig stand* very well, hut there is 
not sufficient water to carry along silt to prevent 
the snakage in the bottom of the race. In many 
places the rock is very loose and open, and will 
take a good deal of puddlinir,'bnt when we reach 
the big creek, I think we shall be able to tighten 
it up very quickly with the ihcreascJ supply of 
water.” 

CROMWELL MINERS’ ASSOCIATION.

The usij.al monthly meeting of the. Com- 
mittee, of the above Association was held in 
tlie Town-hall on Saturday evening last. 
There were thirteen members present ; Mr 
J. Arkcll, President, ocenpied the Ch.air. 

Tlie minutes of the previous meeting were 
re.ad and confirmed. The outward corres- 
pondence was read, and .approved of. 'rtio 
inward consisted of one letter from tho Sec- 
retary for the Gold-fields tn rc the common- 
age question, whicli was published in last 
week's rlrgiM. It was rciid, and after some 
discussion upon it, it was resolved to appoint 
Messrs , Arkcll, Ciilcluugh, and Barker to po 
operate with the Town Conncil in waiting 
upon the Pinvincial Secretary and the Gold- 
fields Secretary with a view to a settlement of 
tho matter. 

The reduction in the price nf gold was then 
taken into consideration. A lengthy discus- 
sion, nr rather conversation, for all present 
were of one mind upon the subject of tlie in- 
justice of the. reduction, took place, and 'a' 
resolution was arrived at tliat it was desir.ablo 
to try some plan of nieeting the combination 
of the, Banks by some counter-combination 
on the part of the miners. The Secretary 
I suggested one method, which was finally 
.agreed upon. The letter underneath, .a copy 
j of which was directed tn be sent to e.ach As- 
I sociation, will snfiiciently explain the method 
witlioiit reporting the proceedings at length. 

1 The following is tlic cojiy of letter alluded 
i to : —

be dctcnniiicd ujion by the niiitud Associalions. 
It is obvious tliat as eacli of the banks reejuires 
gold urgunlly, sneb a step wmdd, if jii opcrlv car- 
ried out, compel the nlber banks (vvliicli woold 
get no gold) to offer an advance to oldaiii it, 
wben tl'c comp.act would bo immfdiaU’.'y broken, 
and gold would tiiiil its tirnpor value. — viz., wlnt 
it is worth to a piindiaser having regard to lii.a 
individual requi'cmcnts.

^ Dece^iber 8, 1873. 

On Sunday' last, about a quarter paat one, 
the town waa startled by- the alarm of fire, 

. which was seen to prqceed from the Clyde 
I Hotel. , Assistance waa quickly available, 
but the fiamea sptead with such rapidity that 
little could be done towards saving the build- 
I ing or even anything in it of vabie. .The 
I whole of the town race waa turned m the 
directibu of the hotel, and everyone went at 
it with, a will, using buckets and what other 
means were at hand. The only good effected, 
however, was to prevent the fire extending 
to other buildings. 

So rapidly did the fire spread in the hotel, ' 
that in fifteen . minutes after it broke out, 
the whole building was in ruins. The ser- 
vant girl did not even get time to get any of 
lier things out but those she stood in ; and 
T. Giltnour, who had travelled from Crom- 
well in tha early morning, and was lying in 
the farthest-off room^ had to make his escape 
i through the window. 

An inquest was held to-day by the Coroner 
for the district, (W. L. Simpson, Esq.,) and 
■ a jury of twelve, Mr J. U. Cambridge being 
i foreman. John M'Connochie, James Fell, 

; llridget Tochill, Emily Irving, and Thomas 
Hawthorne gave evidence of what was known 
■of the origin of the fire. 

I J. M'Connochie said the fire took place a 
. little after one. There was no person in the 
I house to his knowledge but Fell, the servant, 
himself, and Mr Hawthorne’s hoy. Saw the 
boy coming down the passage, and going 
into the bar. Supposed he went into Uie 
Toom which he afterwards heard was Haw- 
thorne’s bedroom. Saw the boy leaving 
again. After the boy left, he heard a crack- 
ling as of something frying. Looked in the 
direction of the sound, and discovered the 
place waa on fire. Did not see the magpie 
about the place,- — James Fell’s evidence waa 
5 of a very similar nature. He was in the 
house from about half-paat eleven till the fire 
took place. M'Connochie gave the alarm 
first. He (Fell) then ran to the room where 
j the fire was, and then went to look for some 
water, but found none. The fire quickly 
mounted up to the roof. Table was laid for 
dinner at the time. He then ran outside, 
and proceeded to take the horse out of the 
etable. Did not see Hawthorne’s hoy go 
into the room. The magpie was in the cage 
twoorthree minutes before.— BridgctTochill, 
in addition to what was stated by previous 
witnesses, said th.it there was no fire in the 
billiard-room or bedroom. She had seen the 
boy with matches in the bar, but never in 
the bedroom. Hawthorne was out more than 
an hour before the fire took place. There 
was no light in the room where she supposed 
the fire had originated for three or four hours 
before. She could state that positively, as 
she had been in for table-linen. Did not see 
the boy about the room during the day. — ^The 
next witness said she saw smoke coming from 
Hawthorne’s hotel about five minutes past 
one. No one seemed to notice it inside for 
two or three minutes. She ran and diverted 
the town-race in the direction of the hotel. 
— Thomas Hawthorne stated that ho w.is 
the owner of the place burned down. He 
bad left about half-past eleven. Had gone 
to the garden, and thence to several places. 
Was with Mr Jeffrey and Mr Cox when the 
firebell rang out. Found it waa his own 
place which was on fire, and ran down to- 
wards it. His boy had free access to his bed- 
room. Had checked him two years ago for 
using matches, and had since seen him with 
them. Was not aware of anything in hia 
room likely to catch fire ; and there had been 
no fires in use for more than four weeks. 
He valued the house at £400, and the fumi- 
j ture at from £1500 to £1600. He had an in- 
surance policy for £000. 

Mr Simpson then summed up, and the 
jury retired, and after a short consultation, 
they returned a verdict of “ Accidental Fite."

This is the most favourable season we have 
had for the last five years, not alone for the 
miner, but for the agriculturist also. Al- 
though we have no crops in this neighbour- 
hood, and consequently can't be expected to 
feel so much interest in the state of the crops, 
nevertheless we rejoice at the prospect of a 
good ono for tlie sake of the horses, who, it 
is to bo feared, have been on short commons 
for some time. Oats have been at 8s., and 
the supply has come all the w.ay from the 
Taieri. — The mining claims are in full work 
and the water races full to overflowing, so 
everyone is in good spirits. 

On the 17th instant, a meeting of the sub- 
scribers to the Library was held, for the pur- 
pose of the election of a new committee. A 
very small number attended, but tlie business 
of the meeting was successfully accomplished. 
The first meeting of the new Committee was 
held on the 24th inst., when Mr Chappie was 
elected president, and Mr Samson treasurer. 
The principal business was the consideration 
of two tenders (for enlarging the Hall) which 
had been received by the old Committee and 
pMsed over by them to the now one to deal 
with. The President questioned the Secre- 
tory respecting some irregularity in connec- 
tion with ono of these tenders, and succeeded 
after a time in eliciting that it was received 
at half-past eight p.m., while the advertise- 
ment fixed noon as the latest time. The 
tender waa then thrown out as irregular, and 
some severe remarks were passed on the party 
sending it (who, by the way, was a member 
of the old Committee). 'The other tender 
waa over the amount contemplated for the 
work, and consequently could not be enter- 
tained. The new Committee start with a 
balance of £20 to their credit. 

On Monday last, the 24th inst., the great 
case of the Corporation v. Chappie waa heard 
in the KM.’s Court here. Mr F. J. Wilson 
appeared on behalf of the Corporation, and Mr 
Chappie conducted his ora case. The prin- 
cipal facts of the case Living been already 
made public in your columns, I need not 
trouble to repeat them. The Town Clerk 
was placed in the box, and produced his ap- 
pointment. It was elicited from him that he 
had committed a similar offence himself to 
that Mr Chappie waa charged with ; that Mr 
Eivers (one of the Council), Mr H. C. Jones 
Mr Theyers, and others had done the same 
thing; hut these had not been proceeded 
against, because he had received no instruc- 
tions from his Worship the Mayor to do so. 
None of these parties had made application, 
as Mr Chappie had done, and ho could not 
tell the reason why the latter was refused. 
After Mr Chappie had addressed the Bench, 
his Worship gave judgment. He said it was 
patent that the Mayor had all at once awoke 
to a sense of his duty, or else that he had 
been actuated by personal spite ; and thought 
the case would be best met by a fine of one 
shilling and costs of Court. The Council 
he advised, had better look into their affairs 
at once, as -they were not in a position to 
bring a civil case into Court, and he thought 
they had laid themselves open to a fine under 
the Stomp Act in not stamping the Town 
Clerk’s appointment. And so ended this 
much tolked-of case, — that is, in this little 
town.

Hew Gold-fields in Britisli ColnmMa. 

The following ia extracted by the Gvardian 
from British Columbian papers to date Sep- 
tember 3, Miners will do well to read the 
glowing account by the light of the Port Dar- 
win experiences ; — 

By the Telfair from Sitka, for Portland, 
which called off the harbour yesterday morn 
ing to land passengers, wo have gratifying in- 
telligence of the discovery of new, and what 
would seem to be rich and easily worked, 
gold diggings, situate near the head waters of 
tho Stickeen river. The mines are shallow, 
and pay, it was reported from, loz. to 3oz. .i 
day to the hand. There were only twenty- 
three miners in all at thb diggings when our 
informant left, but men were dropping in by 
twos and threes, from outlying districts and 
creeks. The discoverers of Siis new Eldo- 
rado travelled from Buck’s Bar early in the 
spring’, and arrived on the creek in April. 
The distance is 240 miles from the month of 
the Stickeen to the new mines ; 140 miles of 
distance is by water to what is known as the 
Big Canon ; thence by a fair trail, to 
Dease’a Lake, 86 miles, which can bo made 
in six day's packing, Tlie Indians, after 
Captain Moore had made one or two trips 
packing, pointed out a better trail, which 
has now been adopted. It is thongbt the 
miners will winter in the district. Mr Lear, 
who has a store at Fort Wrangle, at the 
mouth of the Stickeen, one of the passengers, 
left on the 6th Aug\ist in a canoe for tho 
Skeena, and at Bella Bella met the steamer, 
and took pass.igo liere to purchase supplies. 
He has with him some of the gold, which ho 
has shown ns, and ho estimates it to be worth 
about I3dol. an ounce. Pieces worth as 
high as ISdol. and 22doI. have been token 
out. There are several creeks in tho neigh- 
bourhood possessing the same gold-bearing 
indications as the one from which the gold 
was extracted. 

Tlie following Is a letter from Captain 
Moore, who was commissioned by the Go- 
vernment to cut a trail to the coniitry spoken 
of, and explore it : — 

Tibert Creek, Cassiar District, July 1873. 
To the Hon. E. Bcavea, Chief Cummissionec of 
Lands and Works. 

Sir,— 1 am located on the Thibert Creek ; this 
crcck empties into Deasc’s Eiver, at the foot of 
the lake, and might be considered the west 
branch of Deasc's River. This creek runs about 
east and west, and ia about one third larger than 
Germansen creek. I have been prospecting, and 
I find that the creek has gold in paying quanti- 
ties for five miles in length. The gold is coarse 
and of a fine quality ; there have been pieces 
found as high as 22doI. There are several 
Binallor streams emptying into this creek which 
have gold in them, but as yet have not been 
prospected fairly. I have been prospecting one 
of them for a few days, but I was not able to 
reach the bed rock, as the creek was too high. 
The bed rock on Thibert creek, so far ns we 
know, is from one to ten feet deep, and the gold 
generally lies on the bed rook, or within six 
inches of it. This country has tho appearance 
of a general gold country : there are seventeen 
miners on the creek now, and they keep coming 
in, ono and two at a time, from Stickeen. Min- 
ers here make from halt an oiinco to two ounces 
per day ; they are all working with rockers, 
Thibert creek has its source neat tho head of tho 
second north fork of tho Stickeen river. — I re-

This docu- 
ment gives most encouraging news with refe- 
rence to the rich strike, and states that from 
12dol. to 200dols. are being token out per 
day. Ho adds that the Stickeen country 
will shortly prove to be another C.ilifornia. 
Mr Brown ia not at the mines liimseif, but 
intends to proceed thither to take np a cl.iim 
immediately. 



Tho North Otago Timeg learns from r 
gentleman who h.id Just returned from the 
Maorewheniia gold-fields that the works arc 
very promising. Water is plentiful, and several 
claims recently taken n() arc turning out most 
satisfactorily. Over one hundr^ ounces of 
gold have, during tho l.ist week, been brought to 
Oaraarii. Much more remains in tho hands of 
the miners, and some has been forwarded to 
Mount Ida.
